anapolis will tak e a determ ined stand 
for such an en actm en t. 
T estim ony w hich is said to be sen ­ 
sational in ch a ra c te r has been given 
the com m ission as to the alleged pol­ 
icy of certain roads e n terin g Indian­ 
apolis. 
Many o p e rato rs have told of 
discrim ination, but nam es a re w ith­ 
held, as retaliatio n is feared from th e

ralttee show ed an equal in te re st in th e 
obligations w hich are said to be tak en 
by M orm ons w ho “go through th e en- 
dom ent 
house.” 
A long both lines 
m uch evidence w as brought out. 
It 
w as show n by Mr. R o b erts’ testim ony 
th a t w ithout the consent of th e M or­ 
m on church he failed of election to a 
seat In congress and lat«*r w ith church 
recognition of h is candidacy, he w as 
elected. 
In relatio n to th«* endow m ent 
house obligation Mr. R oberts w as ex­ 
trem ely reticen t. 
He said th a t th<* 
sacred n ess of th e cerem ony w as such 
th a t he 
could no! reveal it to th e 
w orld, and th a t if he did so he would 
lose caste w ith th e church as having 
betray ed a tru st. 
P o rtio n s of th e testim ony civen by 
Mr. R oberts, especially in r< gard to 
his reasons for _*aintainlng polyga­ 
m ous 
co h ab itatio n 
w ith 
his 
plural 
w ives, w as alm ost a duplication of the 
testim o n y given by o th er polygam ists 
w ho have been on th e stand. 
He said 
he regarded th e law s of God as higher 
th a n the law s of the land and th a t his 
m oral obligation 
to his w ives 
w as 
g re a te r th an both th e law s of God and 
m an. 
Mr. W avier asked concerning Mr. 
R o b erts’ 
conviction in 
1889 
of th e 
crim e of polyagm y. 
S en ato r Bailey 
objected to the line of inquiry in re­ 
g ard to Mr. R o b erts’ conviction and 
Mr. R o berts' service in the p en iten ­ 
tiary . 
H e said he thought th e adm is­ 
sion of th e w itn ess that he had v io lat­ 
ed the law s w as sufficient. 
Mr. Tay- 
ler said th is w as to determ in e w h eth er 
th e au th o rities of the M ormon ch u rch 
had tak en any action in resp ect to th e 
w itness living w ith m ore th an one 
wife. 
Mr. R oberts said no action had 
ev er been taken by the church. 
Q uestions w ere asked resp ectin g Mr. 
R o b erts’ view s reg ard in g the m an ifes­ 
to of 1890 ag ain st plural w ives and liv­ 
ing in polygam ous cohabitation, and 
th e w itness said he regarded th e m an ­ 
ifesto as an a d m in istrativ e act of th e 
church and of binding force upon all 
m em bers. 
He adm itted th a t to d is­ 
obey any of those law s would su b ject 
th e m em ber to liability to church d is­ 
cipline. 
T he w itness w as asked th en 
in regard to polygam ous co h ab itatio n 
and satd th a t he and m any o th ers 
w ere living in polygam y at th e tim e 
th e rule w as m ade against such co­ 
h ab itatio n and th at they considered 
th em selv es under m oral obligation to 
live w ith the w ives they had m arried. 
“ Do you think you are m orally bound 
to cohabit w ith all of your w ives?” 
C hairm an B urrow s asked.

W est V irginia D em ocrats Pass th e Lie 
Freely, 
C harleston, W. Va., A pril 21.— T he 
larg est and th e sto rm iest D em ocratic 
convention ev er held In th is sta te has 
adjourned 
here. 
Many 
D em ocrats 
took ad v an tag e of the occasion to vent 
th eir criticism upon o th ers for th e ir 
om issions 
and 
com m issions 
of 
th e 
past. F ists w ore shaken at each o th er 
and Hon. W arren H ays, who was se­ 
lected as a d istric t delegate and who 
is a su p p o rter of W illiam R andolph 
H earst for th e presidency, w hile m ak ­ 
ing a speech from a box in the th e a te r 
w here the convention w as held w as 
scoring ox-Senator Johnson N. C am ­ 
den a* a bolter in the past, and w ith 
em phasis gave th e lie to a delegate 
who an hour previous had been select­ 
ed as an a lte rn a te to St. Louis, be­ 
cause the alte rn a te had branded H ays 
In open convention as a G reenbacker. 
The altern ate. Colonel McCoy of T yler 
county, leaped upon a ch air in the 
convention hall and responded in ste n ­ 
to rian tones th a t Mr. H ays w as a liar. 
Senator Cam den and the reorgan- 
I Izers w ere o th erw ise fiercely attack ed 
by “reg u lars,” but he had m any w arm 
supporters, m any of whom w ere B ryan 
D em ocrats who cam e to his aid at th e 
proper tim e 
And yet, n o tw ith stan d ­ 
ing the storm y scenes, the convention 
wound up in perfect harmony and am id 
enthusiasm . 
It seem* d th a t a :te r the 
j delegates had an opportunity to give
